The Kirov Shipyard, estimated by source to cover a 1200 x 500 meter area, rece 
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parallel to the Balda River for more than 100 metera. The varti's technical 
aquipnent was recognized by source to be more or less modern and still 
efficient. Aecording to the opinion of German specialists, the slipways, the 
vorkshons, end the foundry are well managed. Many of the machines and automata 
(Autowaten) in use at that tine vere acquired from German vwar-booty stocks. 


6. The slinweys, located in the northvestern pert of the yard and extending down 
tye river front, are equipped with reile, rollers, chains, and rope Sne@aves. 
ina ines pull the boats from the river. 


7, The foundry, also situated in this seme :eneral area, directly behind the slipwey 
en cine house, is installed in a specious 80 x 40 meter crene~eoulnped building. 
Tt hes two furneces: one for steel castings, and one for miscellansons castings. 
A small pattern shop is attached to the foundry , northvest of the casting hall. 


8. The mechanical, vorkshons, modern and efficient, are located east of, and across
